Club. It was a great pleasure as I have been a member 
there for many years and have many old friends in the group. 

On returning to Camden to prepare for our February board of governors 
meeting, I reviewed the study of the organization of the A.N.A. made, in August 
1965, by Dr. Robert D. Hay of the University of Arkansas and his graduate class 
in Organizational Theory and Principles of Administration. This report recom- 
mended four things. First, that the membership be opened to all persons wanting 
to join. Second, that as membership increases, services should be increased. Third, 
that we provide for more club services and club guidance, but requiring a certain 
percent, preferably 70% to 100%, of all the local club members to become A.N.A. 
members before these services are available. Fourth, to continue our present ser- 
vices and functions. 

I am very happy to report that the 1st, 2nd, and 4th items have been accom- 
plished, but the 3rd is partially unfulfilled. 

The report suggests a nine member Board of Governors. I know some of our 
members would like to see a larger board, but of course, a serious matter such as 
this should be studied carefully. 

This report also suggests that we employ a full time executive director, appoint 
a treasurer located in the same city as the headquarters, have a public relations 
officer, a full time editor, a membership administrator, and a curator-librarian. 

We now have a full time executive director, we hope to have a treasurer in 
Colorado Springs in the very near future, we have a P.R.O. and a full time editor. 
We are well on our way to an excellent organization and will obtain the other full 
time men as soon as our budget will permit. 

To cover these increased expenses at the present schedule of dues, the A.N.A. 
should have a membership of 42,500 or more. In this area, we have much to work 
on. These recommendations, however, were made on the basis of a five year span 
for completion. During the next three years, the Board can follow through on them. 

We are all working to give our members a better A.N.A. with more and more 
services each year. 
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Although the striking and casting of 
medals to commemorate important events 
was a practice quite common in past decades, 
the custom seems to have gone into oblivion. 
The reason for the regrettable disappearance 
of this custom must be sought in the lack of 
artists willing and able to create and execute 
medals for private celebrations and also, of 
course, in the absence of interests in the vast 
group of prospective buyers for such artistic 
products. It would remain to be seen, how- 
ever, whether public interest could be aroused 
if and when medals of such design would be 
available again. (The Token and Medal So- 
ciety, TAMS, is presently engaged in the 
project of having medals of past presidents 
of the society struck for sale to the member- 
ship and other interested collectors. It is also 
gratifying to see that the Franklin Mint of 
Yeadon, Pennsylvania, in its advertisements 
in leading coin publications is offering the 
striking of personalized birth announcements 
on custom-minted “coin-medals.”) 

In a pictorial review of a variety of med- 
als made for private celebrations an attempt 
will be made to convey the conscientious 
studies from life which the artist made to 
create these medals. The originality of ar- 
rangement, the charms of symbolism and al- 
legories will be demonstrated and sometimes 
the striking end result of a highly personal 
memorial piece will be shown. 

During two years of intense studies of the 
opus of Karl Goetz, the medalist of Munich 
who lived from 1875 to 1950, and creator of 
633 medals during his lifetime, it was found 
that his opus contained a complete section of 
commemorative personal medals, not only 
memorials for popular events and of public 
men, but also for private celebrations of all 
kinds. All the medals pictured within this 
article were made by the hand of Karl Goetz. 
Mostly they were cast and not struck. The 
production of a cast medal is much slower 
than struck, the result is much more uncer- 
tain and the numbers of fine copies that can 
be produced are limited. Yet, the results are 
so much more pleasing as to highlights and 
the relief and the clarity of design. To the 
artist himself it was a great source of

satisfaction to cast the medal. 

The numbers as used in the text and 
against the pictures are the opus num- 
bers as assigned to the total produc- 
tion of Karl Goetz. 

Birth and Baptismal 

The group of birth and baptismal 
medals comprises the largest contribu- 
tion. The custom of laying a specially 
produced birth-medal into the cradle 
of the newborn or to present a bap- 
tismal coin at the time of the christen- 
ing, is centuries old. The “Taufthaler” 
(baptismal taler) was made by many 
artists in a variety of designs, mostly 
showing the newborn baby, some alle- 
gorical, the name and good wishes for 
the future. These medals were often 
produced in quantity and the names 
and the birth-date were later engraved 
onto the medal after the giver had 
picked the design that he liked. Karl 
Goetz, for instance, was very indus- 
trious and successful in this field. He 
distributed to prospective buyers and 
old patrons printed catalogues showing 


the various designs available. 

The medals shown in the lower right 
hand corner of the brochure reflects 
the typical German custom of showing 
the family tree with parents, grand- 
parents and great-grandparents of the 
newborn. Some of the designs were 
quite ornate and the birthstone of the 
baby was attached to the rim of the 
medal. The five birthmedals (plate I) 
are of a very personal nature. They 
were made by the artist on commission 
for the families or friends of the family 
of the newborn. They range from the 
year 1907 to 1944. Opus 65 commemo- 
rates the birth of Johanna van Wien in 
Munich. The reverse makes reference 
to tulip fields and a windmill. The in- 
scription is in Dutch, eene voorspoedige 
VAART referring to the sailboat above 
it. One must assume that either the 
van Wiens were Dutch themselves or 
of Dutch descent. 

The medal depicting the violin and 
the cornucopia was made for the twins 
born in 1924 to the violin teacher of 
the Goetz children, Herrn Weckherlin. 
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Opus 334 celebrates the birth of the 
first son, Wolfgang Richard Arnold 
Stiebler, born to the family on March 
2nd, 1914. Obviously the father being a 
hunter and woodsman, judging from 
the antler motif on the reverse. 

The last two medals are for the fam- 
ily of the creating artist. Opus 336 was 
made in 1916 to commemorate the birth 
of Goetz’s first daughter, his second 
child, Gertraud Margarete. The baby 
lying in the steel helmet on the ob- 
verse is symbolic of the war, a number 
of astrological signs are around the rim 
of the medal. The reverse features an 
inscription as a circular legend vor 

ALLEM EINS MEIN KIND; SEI TREU UND WAHR 

(Above all, my child be faithful and 
true). 

The last in the presentation of birth 
medals was created in World War II, 
the year was 1944 when Goetz’s grand- 
child Max Guido Karl Schroeder was 
born. The child’s mother being the 
same Gertraud Goetz as mentioned on 
op. 336. The obverse proves the artist’s 
awareness of the happenings of time. 
In the air above the mother shielding 
her baby, are 4 bomber planes on a 
mission over Germany. 

Wedding: and Marriage 

The wedding and marriage medals 
(Plate II) open with opus 84, a medal 
which could be purchased in bronze or 
silver. It was cast in the 110 mm di- 
ameter size and also struck in the 45 
mm sizes. The reverse provides space 
for the engraving of the names of bride 
and groom. The obverse bears the Latin 
inscription semper (Forever). This piece 
reminds one of a medal made by the 
French medalist Roty, who also used 
the word SEMPER on his design. Since 
Goetz spent 5 years in Paris during his 
youth, he may well have been exposed 
to some of Roty’s works. 

Opus 153 represents a wedding medal 
geared to the signs of time. World 
War I in the year 1914. As always 
when young men are called to serve 
their country in war times, many mar- 
riages are consummated in the face of 
the orders to report for military duty. 
This medal was produced to satisfy the 
enormous demand for mementos of the 
numerous soldier marriages in 1914. 
The obverse shows two clasped hands. 


one of the soldier, the other of the 
young woman, meeting over a sword. 
The inscription reads: kriegsgetraut 
(Married in the war.) The reverse pro- 
vides room within a shield for the in- 
scription of the names of the bride and 
groom and other relevant data. The 
legend says mit gott fuer kaiser und 
REICH (With God for the Emperor and 
the Reich). 

A very pleasing design is given in the 
medal which bears the number 104. The 
wedding in 1907 of Johannes and Lucia 
Burklin was the occasion. A young lin- 
dentree is symbolic of this event. The 
inscription on the scroll below the tree 
indicates that the couple came from 
the cities of Lindau and Munich re- 
spectively. 

A wedding medal of an unusual large 
size is the last medal represented in 
this group which is 95 mm in diameter. 
It commemorates the marriage of Hein- 
rich and Else Kress in the year 1920 in 
the little town Griinstadt in the Pala- 
tinate. Mr. Kress still lives in that 
town today as a retired trade-school 
teacher. He is also active in the numis- 
matic field as the president of the 
Griinstadt Numismatic Circle. 

General Purpose 

To move the focus from the celebra- 
tion of birth-and-marriage events, let 
us pause for a moment and include at 
this point some general purpose com- 
memorative medals (Plate III) which 
can be so pleasing in design and so use- 
ful in intent. A representative example 
of this group is the medal of the Ger- 
man Catechumen Association. On the 
obverse one sees the likeliness of Pet- 
rus Canisius, the famous writer of 
Catholic religious tracts in the 15th cen- 
tury, while on the (reverse) the artist 
left a rectangular space to incorporate 
the name of the honored recipient. The 
inscription in 5 lines is der / Deutsche / 

KATECHETENVEREIN / FUR / AUSGEZEICHNETE 

/ vERDiENSTE (The German Catechumen 
Association — for outstanding merits). 

The other medal in the group of gen- 
eral purpose medals shows the Wart- 
burg, the castle in Thuringia where 
Luther completed the translation of the 
New Testament and which in later 
years became the scene of the famous 
Wartburg Festival. The medal com-

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memorates the tenth anniversary of the 
Club of the Friends of the Wartburg. 
What a fitting idea to celebrate the an- 
niversary of a club or a society or asso- 
ciation. How useful could it be today 
to issue a medal of this style for raising 
funds or to present medals like these 
as a token of appreciation to donors 
and friends. 


Birthdays and Anniversaries 

When man reaches stepping stones 
or stations in his life which stand out 
from the ordinary, he celebrates with 
his friends and lets the world know of 
his accomplishments. The silver wed- 
ding anniversary is such an achieve- 
ment, so are the 50th and 75th birth- 
days of a person. Yet today after an 
elaborate dinner and reception what is 
there to show for such an event? Not 
much other than the receipted cater- 
er’s bills and some gifts from friends 
and the family, mostly of a very un- 
personal nature. How beautifully dif- 
ferent for future generations of the 
family to have and hold a medal like 
the one of opus 434 (Plate IV) cele- 
brating the 25th wedding anniversary 
of Mr. and Mrs. Mehler in 1929. The 
reverse bears the thoughtful inscrip- 
tion ARBEIT 1 ST GEBET (Work is prayer). 

The three medals to follow are birth- 
day commemorations each 10 years 
apart from the other. They celebrate 
the 60th, 70th and 80th birthdays of 
personalities. Mr. Wilhelm Ohm, an 
eminent numismatist in Germany was 
given the medal saying herzlichen 
GLucKwuNscH ( Congratulations) for his 
60th birthday. 

The seventieth birthday of Councillor 
of Commerce (Kommevzienrat) Mr. 
Hermann Hartmann was honored by 
the issue of medal opus 365. The re- 
verse shows a man wearing a loincloth 
standing on a platform. This platform 
represents the “Zirbelnuss” (pine cone) 
the symbol and trademark of the city 
of Augsburg, an indication that Mr. 
Hartmann came from that city. 

On November 17th, 1938 the elder 
of the family von Haimendorf cele- 
brated his 80th birthday. His family 
had the medal pictured made showing 
the castle and seat of the family. 


Family and Death 

A medal rarely commissioned and 
encountered is the family medal (Plate 
V). Such a specimen is that of the 
family Vieweg made by Goetz in 1912. 
It depicts the father, mother and the 
son. The inscriptions are especially 
touching and are given in full quotation. 
Obverse: die guete des vaters schafft 

DEM SOHNE EINE GLUECKLICHE KINDHEIT 

(The kindness of the father provides a 
happy childhood for the son). Reverse: 
Circular legend die mutter leitet den 

SOHN MIT LIEBE IN DAS LEBEN HINEIN UND 

BiLDET sEiNEN GEisT (The mother guides 
the son with love into life and forms 
his intellect). Inscription in left field 
in four lines des sohnes heiteres / 

qEMUET GIBT DEN / SONNENSCHEIN / INS 

HAUS (the son’s sunny temperament 
brings the sunshine into the house). 

Death medals and death coins are as 
old as civilization. As birthmedals were 
laid into the cradle of the newborn, 
the mourning put death medals and 
coins into the coffin of the deceased. 
The two medals (Plate V) with this 
presentation commemorate the passing 
of personalities 332 years apart. The 
one for Jobst Friedrich Tetzel von 
Kirchensittenbach commemorates the 
300th year of death in 1612. The exe- 
cution of this medal is superb. The 
style is that of a distinguished medal 
of the Renaissance. The other medal was 
made to keep the memories of an hon- 
orable and upright man who died in a 
German concentration camp on April 
19th, 1944, Herr Friedrich von Praun. 
This medal was made in 1945 after the 
awful power of the Nazis had been 
broken by the Allied Forces. The in- 
scription and the two arms with the 
rope speak for itself. The pillar bears 
on top the swastika, hateful symbol of 
the Nazi party. 

A deathmedal or coin will always be 
more than just a disc of metal. It is 
one of the most lasting mementos to a 
loved person. Graves and grave me- 
morials may be destroyed (as it did 
happen in Germany during the bomb- 
ing raids of WWII) but a medal of a 
loved person or a respected personality 
will always have a place of honor in 
one’s home. The multitude of medals 
minted after President Kennedy’s 
death in Dallas is a striking example 
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of how medals can set a monument for 
a person. 

The purpose of this presentation was 
to show with examples from one art- 
ist’s creations the possibilities and 
flexibility in design and execution in 
the fleld of personal celebration med- 
als. There is much room for improve- 
ment and exploration of new areas 
within this category. The artists to de- 
sign these medals are available, the 
manufacturing concerns capable of exe- 
cuting the finest in design are also 
available, the numismatic family in the 
United States is large enough to sup- 
port such designs and make such issues 
profitable. What is required, however, 
is to familiarize the numismatic col- 
lector again with the existence of per- 
sonal celebration medals in order to 
stimulate new interest. If this article 
has made some headway in this direc- 
tion, then the author has been well re- 
warded. 

The task if undertaken will not be 


an easy one and will require the 
strength and drive similar to the ones 
generated on the medal below which 
symbolically shall close this treatise.

Call For Nomination of Officers 


An election of officers is held every 
two years in accordance with the by- 
laws of the American Numismatic As- 
sociation. This year, 1967, is an elec- 
tion year. The elective offices are those 
of president, first vice president, second 
vice president and six governors. Those 
elected to these nine offices will com- 
pose the board of governors for the 
two years following their installation 
at the 1967 national convention. The 
federal charter vests the control of the 
American Numismatic Association in 
the hands of this board. Members are 
referred to the bylaws for other de- 
tails of officer qualifications, duties and 
election procedure. 

Nomination of qualified candidates 
may be made in writing by any mem- 
ber, club or individual, in good stand- 
ing and must be sent to the office of 
the executive director on or before May 
25, 1967, when nominations will close. 
The names of the candidates who have 


agreed in writing to accept, if elected, 
the offices for which they were nomi- 
nated will be published in The Numis- 
matist. 

The bylaws further provide that the 
election ballots cast shall be tabulated 
by an independent auditing Arm. This 
year CPA Arm of Main Lafrentz and 
Company of Denver, Colorado, has been 
selected. Each member entitled to vote 
will receive a ballot listing the nomi- 
nees for the various offices. After reg- 
istering his (or her) choices, the ballot 
is to be mailed by each member di- 
rectly to the above mentioned account- 
ing firm and received by it on or before 
July 24, 1967. 

I ask that each voting member of 
A.N.A. aid in the selection of worthy 
officers who are capable and willing to 
lead the association to greater growth 
and progress in the next two years. —

Unpublished Crude Copper Coins of Khiva 

1918 - 1919

F OUR years ago I was, via a befriended dealer whose address he had found in 
a numismatic publication, approached by a young Russian coin collector, then 
living in Chelyabinsk, the Urals. As he wrote, he would like on occasion to trade 
some coins with a fellow-numismatist from Holland. Since I am a strong believer 
in the value of international contacts between numismatists, I was only too glad 
to submit to this wish. He wanted to receive dollar-size coins and the issues of 
the former European Colonies and Overseas Territories. 


Apart from some mutual minor-scale 
dealings, Russian collectors as a rule 
have no access to the regular general 
coin market and therefore they have to 
take a resort to trading with collectors 
from abroad. Fortunately, there seem 
to be no restrictions on this on the 
side of the Soviet authorities. With 
very few exceptions, due to sloppy han- 
dling by postal officers, he received all 
the items I sent him and I, too, got all 
the coins he sent me in return. 

Gradually our correspondence de- 
veloped into a real penfriendship and in 
the course of time I received many 
coins which outside Russia must be 
classified as first rate rarities. Among 
the coins he sent me were such items 
as the 1925 silver Tugrik of Mongolia, 
the extremely rare 1945 1 Fen of Man- 
chukuo, struck in red magnesia, the 1918 
3 and 5 Rubles of Armavir in the 
North-Caucasus, a complete set of the 
rare 1919/1921 copper coins of 20, 25, 
100 and 500 Rubles of Uzbekistan in 
Central Asia, several coins of the 1934 
issue of Tannu Tuva, silver and copper 
coins of the Golden Horde, a Moscow 
Subway token, a 1946 Spitzbergen token 
and quite a few of the more or less 
rarer “common” Russian coins as, for 
instance, the extremely rare nickel 10 
Kopecks 1958. 

The kind of coins I thus obtained 
being of this extraordinary class, I was 


not too surprised when on a certain 
day a package arrived containing a set 
of crude copper coins of an Arabic ap- 
pearance and looking very unfamiliar to 
me. According to my friend the coins 
should have been issued in 1918/1919 in 
Khiva, capital of the similar named 
Khanate of Khiva, under the authority 
of the then ruling Djunaid Khan. 

This set now being in my possession, 
I was confronted with the problem to 
find out whether my friend had at- 
tributed them correctly. Both the li- 
braries of my friend Jacques Schulman 
in Amsterdam and that of the Royal 
Coin Cabinet in the Hague had no in- 
formation whatsoever on this issue. In- 
quiries at the British Museum also 
were unsuccessful; the coins were un- 
known there and the library offered no 
information. In 1964 I showed the coins 
to Dr. George Miles of the ANS in New 
York City, who also admitted he did not 
know them. 

Then I wrote to Dr. Alex Bykov, 
curator of the Oriental Section of the 
Numismatic Division of the Hermitage 
Museum in Leningrad. To him I am in- 
debted for the translation of the in- 
scriptions on the coins, which indeed 
were known to him. 

My newly acquired treasures hap- 
pened to be the 5 and 2l^ Tenga, struck 
at the Mint of Khiva in Turkestan in 
1918/1919. Dr. Bykov, thus confirming 
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my friend’s assertion as to the origin 
of the coins, also informed me that a 
complete set, including the 1 Tenga, is 
in the Hermitage collection. This is not 
amazing; nearly all the rare coins of the 
world are to be found in this numismatic 
Mecca. Incidentally, when I visited the 
Hermitage in 1963, my research on the 
there present Dutch gold ducats of the 
17th-18th centuries showed there were 
no less than 40 unknown dates of this 
type of coins! 

Since the name of the issuing au- 
thority is not mentioned on the coins, 
Dr. Bykov is not sure they were in- 
deed issued by Djunaid Khan. To make 
sure of this I endeavored to do some 
research on the pertinent period in the 
history of Turkestan which will be re- 
ported later on in this article. 

First I will give a description and 
photographic illustration of the pieces. 
(See next page). As Dr. Bykov wrote 
me, such an overstrike is not known to 
him; the Hermitage collection lacks a 
specimen. The coins now duly described 
and depicted, it is time to try to at- 
tribute them properly. 

Unfortunately, the pertinent period 
of Turkestan history is very obscure 
and literary sources are limited. One 
of the few reliable works on the sub- 
ject is “Turkestan im XX. Jahrhundert” 
-Turkestan in the 20th Century -by 
Dr. Baymirza Hayit; C. W. Leske Ver- 
lag, Darmstadt, West Germany, 1956, 
now out of print. Dr. Hayit kindly per- 
mitted me to quote from his book 
where necessary. 

Khiva, capital of the Khanate of the 
same name, forms an oasis on the 
Southern bank of the Amu-Darja 
(darja is river), some 130 miles south 
of the Aral Lake. The city is one of 
the oldest in Turkestan and has been 
a center of ancient oriental culture. 
For our purpose we can leave out the 
as far back as 1,000 BC reaching re- 
ported history of the region and we will 
only observe that it has been an inde- 
pendent khanate since 1622. Czar Peter 
I tried in 1717 vainly to bring Khiva 
under his rule by a military expedition. 
Since then Russia again and again tried 
to reach this objective, to which it fi- 
nally succeeded in 1873. Under the 
Treaty of 1873 the khanate lost its sov- 
ereignty, although the khans were al- 
lowed to rule the country under the 


supervision of a Russian governor. It 
was permitted to issue its own bank 
notes; the treaty does not mention the 
striking of coins. Coins from before the 
Russian domination are known to exist. 

Under the Russian domination no 
governmental reforms were introduced; 
this was considered unnecessary be- 
cause the “ruling” khan himself headed 
the council of ministers; obviously a 
token government. This khan, Mu- 
hamed Rahim, ruling from 1864 until 
1910, was more a poet than a politi- 
cian; he had the works of 30 poets 
printed and distributed. His son, As- 
fendjar Khan, was a progressive ruler 
as far as his Russian masters per- 
mitted. He introduced Moslem and 
Russian literature and opened reform 
schools for which he summoned special 
teachers to his court. 

The Russians intervened in all do- 
mestic affairs and held the finances 
under control. Consequently, the khan 
and his ministers were unable to act 
on own authority. Until the Russian 
conquest, the khanate had 3 different 
kinds of taxes, which were substituted 
by the Russian taxation system in 1881. 

In 1912 internal troubles started, 
caused when Asfendjar Khan ordered 
a change in the water-supply for the 
irrigation of the arable fields, a change 
which was favorable only to the Uz- 
beks. In spite of the complaints of the 
Turkmens, the Turkmen regions stayed 
without water. Finally this led to a 
revolt. The prime minister, Islam 
Khodsha, wanted to appease the Turk- 
mens with a more just distribution of 
the water, to which the war minister 
was opposed. He rather wanted to take 
military action against the rebels. The 
Russian governor-general, General Sam- 
sonov, sent an expeditionary force 
under the command of General Madri- 
nov to Khiva. Meanwhile, Islam Khod- 
sha had made his peace with the up- 
rising Turkmens on January 13, 1913. 
However, the arrival of the military 
force provoked a new reaction among 
the Turkmens. Asfendjar Khan accused 
his prime minister of treason and con- 
demned him to death. He believed to 
be able to suppress the rebellion with 
the aid of the Russians. 

In 1915 he had the chief of the You- 
mud tribe, Bashchi Shamurad, arrested, 
whereupon the Turkmens on March 22,

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1915, under the command of Djunaid 
Khan attacked Khiva. Asfendjar Khan 
appealed to the governor-general, who 
sent an expedition commanded by Gen- 
eral Galkin. The latter acted with sense- 
less cruelty. The influential sheikh of 
the Kara-Kum Steppe, Ishan Idris 
Ma’zum, challenged Djunaid Khan to 
demand the retreat of the Russians. 
“The khanate must be ruled by its own 
representatives without intervention of 
the Russians” he said. Djunaid Khan 
faced the Russian troops and resisted 
them. Herewith the revolt had become 
a political struggle against the Russians. 
General Galkin was called back by the 
Czar to effect the restoring of peace in 
the khanate. The course of World War 
I was already unfavorable to Russia in 
1915 and the Czar may have felt to 
have a better use for his forces else- 
where — in Europe. 

However, even after the 1917 Febru- 
ary Revolution, Djunaid Khan contin- 
ued the rebellion. After this revolution 
Asfendjar Khan commissioned the city- 
commander of Khiva, Mir Badal, to put 
domestic affairs in the khanate in or- 
der. He asked the Committee of the 
Provisional Government in Tashkent to 
send troops against Djunaid Khan. The 
committee instead sent a commission 
to investigate the situation. 

The October Revolution did not meet 
a wide response in Khiva. Djunaid 
Khan had defeated the Russian troops 
in the fall of 1918 and conquered the 
city of Khiva. Asfendjar Khan was as- 
sassinated by the son of Djunaid Khan, 
Ishim. The uncle of Asfendjar Khan, 
Seyd Abdullah, was proclaimed khan, 
but he was only a puppet in the hands 
of Djunaid Khan. After Djunaid Khan 
had thus actually taken over the rule 
of the khanate, he started to arrest or 
have shot many of his former associ- 
ates. 

Both the Bolsheviks and the White 
Russians tried to bring Djunaid Khan 
to their side. Shortly after the October 
Revolution the Bolsheviks had hailed 
him as a revolutionary hero, but when 
he declined to join them he was brand- 
ed a traitor. He also refused to join 
the White Russians; what he wanted 
was to keep the country free from any 
Russian influence whatsoever. 

In December 1919 he attacked the 
city of Torkol, which still harbored a 


Russian garrison. While he was oper- 
ating with his troops on the opposite 
bank of the Amu-Darja, the Red Guard 
seized the opportunity to re-capture 
the ill-defended city of Khiva on Christ- 
mas Day 1919. 

In June 1918 the Bolsheviks had es- 
tablished a “Revolutionary Committee” 
chaired by Djumanayaz Sultanmurad 
in Urgench. This committee was desig- 
nated to be the government of the for- 
mer khanate, once Russia should have 
it under its control. On February 1, 

1919 it forced the khan of Khiva, Seyd 
Abdullah Khan, to abdicate. He was 
transferred to Moscow, where he died 
from starvation in a hospital. 

In vain Djunaid Khan tried to re- 
conquer the capital. In the spring of 

1920 he went into the Kara-Kum 
Steppe from where he continued his 
now hopeless struggle. On February 1, 
1920 the People’s Republic Chorezm 
was proclaimed, which ended the 
existence of the independent khanate. 

Against this turbulent background 
we have to place our coins. 

In N. Kardakov’s Catalogue of Cur- 
rency of Russia and the Baltic States 
1769-1950, printed in German and Rus- 
sian and published in West Berlin in 
1953, we And that in 1918/1919 notes 
have been issued, printed on silk, under 
the authority of Seyd Abdullah Khan, 
as we learned, a puppet in the hands 
of Djunaid Khan. In this book there is 
no mention of striking of coins of any 
kind. Dr. Hayit, nor any of his com- 
patriots in exile, knew of the existence 
of coins of the period in question. 

Now we should remember that 
Djunaid Khan as late as in the fall of 
1918 had captured the capital and that 
Seyd Abdullah Khan already on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1919 was out of the little ac- 
tual power he ever held. Further do 
we know that until Christmas 1919 the 
city was in the hands of Djunaid Khan. 

If we compare the now described 
coins to the equally crudely struck is- 
sues of Uzbekistan of the same period, 
which are known to be necessity coins, 
the idea presents itself that our coins 
also have to be considered as such. 
During the centuries necessity coins 
often have had a sloppy appearance, to 
which our pieces form no exception. 
It is also known that many warlords 
have struck coins during campaigns 
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and sieges. 

Considering that Djunaid Khan occu- 
pied a city housing a mint situated in 
a country stricken by civil war and 
rebellion, while the nominal rule of the 
region was in the hands of his enemies, 
it is quite conceivable that he took re- 
sort to the striking of necessity coins 
in order to meet the need for a means 
of exchange which can have arisen in a 
practically beleaguered city. Unless 
this need should have been manifest 
already in the first months of the occu- 
pation, namely between the fall of 1918 
and February 1919, the only possible 


authority who could have struck the 
coins must be Djunaid Khan. It has to 
be admitted that no documental evi- 
dence to prove the attribution to 
Djunaid Khan is available. 

The best we can say is that we are 
confronted with a set of crude copper — 
almost certainly necessity-coins, struck 
at the Khiva Mint in 1918/1919, in 
which period the nominal khan only 
for a short time remained in power 
whilst the actual power, at least in the 
capital, was in the hands of Djunaid 
Khan.

scarcity of the 1820 half dollar, or 
the fact that there are five major types 
if classed by the “2" in the date. Scar- 
city can by measured in one way by 
mintage figures. As can be seen, the 
1820 ranks third in the following listing 
of the lowest 10 mintage figures of 
turban head, lettered edge, bust half 
dollars of 1807-1836.

digit would seem logical, since many of 
the other types are distinguished in 
this manner. For instance: the 1827, 
curled and square based “2;” 1828 
square base, curled base with knob, 
large “8s," etc. If the 1820 “2s" are 
used as the typing factor then the fol- 
lowing five types are collectible. If we 
can speculate that unused, outdated

working dies were used up first by our 
frugal forebears, the first two types are 
overdates 20/19. Type I (Beistle lA- 
20/18) is most likely a zero over a 
large 9, according to Breen. Type II is 
quite obviously a zero over a small 9. 
What has not been noted, to my knowl- 
edge, is the fact that type I has a 
square based 2 whereas in type II the 
base of the 2 is curved. Type II seems 
to be scarcer than type I. (The coin il- 
lustrated as type II apparently missed 
going through the Castaing machine as 
it has no edge lettering This is the only 
coin with such an error I have seen.) 

The remaining three types have been 
called variously large and small date, 
wide and close, tall and short. There is 
obvious variance in digit size and spac- 
ing, but it is more precise, especially 
without a contrasting coin in hand, to 
type them again by the “2s." 

Type III has rather large digits and 
has been called the large close date. 
The “2" has a square base and curled 
top. There are two obverse varieties 
and a third reverse (Beistle 5G). 

The type IV “2" has both a curved 
base and a curled top. This is the 
smallest date, though rather widely 
spaced. This seems to be the scarcest 
of this year and is frequently called 
rare.

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The type V has a square base "2” 
with a knob top. This type seems to be 
the commonest of the 1820 halves, at 
least it is the most often available. 

This review offers nothing particu- 
larly new, except perhaps the observa- 
tion regarding the “2s’' of the over- 
dates. 1820 is a fairly “tough” date for

collectors of bust half dollars and, as 
frequently mentioned in sales offerings, 
“is an underrated series.” The sug- 
gested method of classification of types 
by the “2s” would make quite clear 
which date variety one is talking about. 
This would be more precise than the 
often confusing present terminology.

Monaco 

Geographically, the principality of 
Monaco is virtually an enclave in the 
territory of France. Its energy and 
reputation far exceeds that of its size 
and population. Monaco is but 370 
acres in size and, of its 20,441 inhabi- 
tants, only 3,039 are Monegasque. 

The House of Monaco is that of the 
Grimaldi Family, whose history is in- 
dissolubly linked with the principality. 
It came into being in Genoa, where the 
first member of historical note, Otto 
Canella, was born around the middle 
of the 11th century. The descendants 
of Canella took as their family name 
the first name of Otto’s youngest son, 
Grimaldo, who had distinguished him- 
self as ambassador to Frederick Bar- 
barossa and the emperor of the By- 
zantium. 

At the end of the 13th century, the 
struggles between the Guelfs and 
Ghibellines, political factions of Genoa, 
forced the Grimaldis into exile and 
they took refuge in Provence. Francois 
Grimaldi, disguised in monk’s robes, 
succeed in infiltrating a group of his 
partisans into the fortress at Monaco 
which they took by surprise. Thus did 
the Grimaldi family first take possession 
of the place in which they were to 
found a dynasty. They are there today. 

Americans best remember Monaco as 
the luxury and gambling spot of the 
Continent, the home of Monte Carlo. 
Americans also remember it as where 
one of their former movie queens, 
Grace Kelly, married her prince 
charming and has lived in true make 
believe ever after. Their latest coin 
commemorates the tenth anniversary 
of this marriage.

Of necessity the judges must be not 
only competent and experienced nu- 
mismatists, but students of human na- 
ture, public relations, and art.

A.N.A. Assay Commissioners 

American Numismatic Association 
members made up 65 percent of the 
1967 Annual Assay Commission. Of the 
twenty civic and industrial leaders ap- 
pointed by President Johnson to exam- 
ine the coinage struck by the United 
States mints during 1966, thirteen were 
A.N.A. members. 

The commission meets each year to 
weigh and assay the nation’s coinage to 
determine whether it has been struck 
in accordance with provisions of law. 
The commission has three ex-officio 
members: Senior Jurist for the Eastern 
District of Pennsylvania; comptroller of 
the currency; and assayer of the New 
York Assay Office.

It was first estab- 
lished in 1792, this year the commis- 
sioners will have met on February 8 
at Philadelphia. They will have tested 
coins taken at random from the daily 
production of the mints at Denver and 
Philadelphia, as well as from the Assay 
Office at San Francisco. 


CANADA 

Centennial Confusion 

Some of Canada’s new bilingual $1 
notes, marking the centennial of con- 
federation, have reached circulation 
and have caused some confusion on the 
part of the public. Two issues have 
been planned, one with consecutive 
serial numbers for general circulation, 
the other with the serial number 1867- 
1967 for collectors. In the Halifax area 
and elsewhere, a few of the collector 
notes have been placed in circulation 
only to be refused by shopkeepers and 
public suspecting that they are a coun- 
terfeit issue. 

The centennial maple leaf emblem 
appears on the left of the face of the 
note. The back shows the Parliament 
building as it appeared before it was 
destroyed by a fire in 1916. Collectors 
may purchase specimens of these notes, 
the ones with the centennial serial 
number, 1867-1967, direct from the 
Bank of Canada, Ottawa, Ontario, Can- 
ada. The bank will furnish these bills 
to collectors at face value, $1 (Can.), 
plus 35 cents for postage and handling. 
Exact rate of exchange can be obtained 
when purchasing a postal money order. 
The discount will be only a few cents. 


EAST GERMANY 

Commie Commems Coming 

Alfons Schneider and Richard Ba- 
reuther, both of West Germany, have 
supplied the information on a forth- 
coming issue of commemorative coins 
from East Germany. Their values will 
be ten and twenty ost-mark (mark of 
the Deutsche Notenbank) and will be 
issued as legal tender and in small 
quantity for the issuing banks of East 
Germany. 

The persons to be portrayed on this 
series will be ones who have made a 
recognizable contribution to society, 
culture and science. A twenty-mark 
coin will be issued in honor of the 
great philosopher, Leibnitz; a ten-mark 
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coin will be dedicated to the memory 
of Karl Friedrich Schinkel, 1781-1841. 
He was considered the father of classic 
architecture in Germany. 

Both coins show portraits with their 
names and dates on the obverse. The 
reverse shows the arms of East Ger- 
many in the center, value and date 
below. The legend around reads: 

DEUTSCHE DEMOKRATISCHE REPUBLIK. 

FRANCE 

FDC Sets Were Available 

The French Mint will again provide 
collectors with sets of coins consisting 
of the eight denominations now minted 
for circulation in France. The coins 
making up these sets will be graded as 
“fleur de coin” by the mint. In an offi- 
cial release the mint notes, “their mint- 
ing will be effected outside the indus- 
trial circuit, by using specially prepared 
dies obtained by polishing, on se- 
lected blanks, that have undergone 
treatment to render them shiny. The 
sets will be packaged in small plastic 
bags with holes, placed in cardboard 
boxes bearing indications as to the 
origin and content, as well as the old 
Paris minter’s corporate scroll.” 

But, evidently to save American gold, 
the releases were sent via regular sea 
mail. Since orders will not be accepted 
after January 31, few numismatic pub- 
lications received the notices in time to 
advise their readership. The price for 
the sets was fixed at $10 (U.S.) and or- 
ders were to have been sent direct to 
the Monnaie de Paris, 11 quai de Conti, 
Paris VI, France. Deliveries will range 
between March 1 and May 31. The 
eight denomination for 1967 are: 1, 5, 
10 and 20 centimes; %, 1, 5, and 10 
francs. Current rate of exchange is 
approximately 5 francs to the U. S. 
dollar. 


PERU 


Bank Rejects 

Alcedo F. Almanzar, ANA 43374, a 
dealer from San Antonio, Texas, notes 
that the 1966 brass one sol recently 
released for use in Peru has a scarce 
variety. A few have appeared with the 
designer’s signature on the reverse and 
a poorly engraved pareja on the ob- 



verse. These were rejected by the 
Banco Central de Reserva del Peru, and 
coins without a signature on the re- 
verse and with a well-defined pareja 
were placed into circulation. 

In a supporting letter from Luis 
Gianelloni, ANA 19421 and an officer of 
the Sociedad Numismatica del Peru, 
from Lima, it is stated that some 500 
to 1000 of the rejected pieces did get 
into circulation and are eagerly sought 
after by collectors. Further attention 
was brought to the issue by publication 
of the error in Peruvian newspapers. 


NEW ZEALAND 


Sneak Preview 

New Zealanders have been given a 
preview showing of a new dollar-sized 
coin to be issued to commemorate their 
change-over to dollars 
I and cents. A 9-pence 
commemorative postage 
stamp, released in early 
February to mark the 
centenary of the Post 
Office Savings Bank, 

■ bears the reverse, in 
I silver, of the new dol- 
lar. The stamp also de- 
picts, in gold, a repro- 
1 duction of the reverse 
side of a half sovereign 
in circulation in New Zealand in 1867. 

Post Office Savings Banks in New 
Zealand came into being as a result of 
a gold boom in the late 1860s, not un- 
like that of our own. There developed 
a need for the protection of the miners 
and prospectors earnings and a con- 
venient means of savings with deposits 
guaranteed by the government. P. O. 
Savings were set up right in the heart 
of the gold fields and today it is one 
of the largest savings institutions in the 
island nation.

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United States Mint Report 


Traditionally, all United States coins 
have been dated the year of their coin- 
age. This policy was interrupted, how- 
ever, because of the coin shortage. As 
a result. Congress passed legislation so 
that after the calendar year 1964 coin- 
age was produced, the mint could still 
use the 1964 date. 

Starting in 1965, therefore, all de- 
nominations of United States coinage 
continued to be struck with the 1964 
date. 

When the Coinage Act of 1965 was 
passed, it became mandatory that the 
mints continue to use the 1964 date on 
all 90% silver coin (halves, quarters 
and dimes). Therefore, all the 90% 
silver coin manufactured in 1964, 1965 
and 1966 bears the 1964 date. 

The last of the 90% silver quarters 
were struck in January 1966, the last 
of these dimes in February 1966, and 
the last of these halves in April 1966. 

The Coinage Act of 1965 also made 
it mandatory that the clad coins be 


dated not earlier than 1965. Therefore, 
ail the clad coins actually made in 1965 
bear the 1965 date. All the clad coins 
made through July 31, 1966, bear the 
1965 date, also. 

The first clad dime was struck in 
December 1965, the first clad quarter 
in August 1965, and the first clad half 
dollar in December 1965. 

In December 1965, the decision was 
made to change the 1964 date on the 
nickels and cents to 1965, as one step in 
catching up on normal coin dating. 
From December 1965, through July 31, 
1966, all cents and nickels struck bear 
the 1965 date. 

Starting August 1, 1966 and through 
December 31, 1966, all denominations of 
United States coins minted during that 
period carried the 1966 date. Com- 
mencing January 1, 1967, the mints re- 
sumed normal dating procedures and 
all United coins will henceforth bear 
the date of the year in which they were 
actually struck.

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'67 Convention Chairman 
Shot in Holdup Attempt 

In a scene that would have done jus- 
tice to the most imaginative television 
script writer, a Miami, Florida, police- 
man shot and killed one would-be coin 
shop bandit, wounded a second and cap- 
tured a third. The policeman, himself, 
was wounded as was Sidney W. Smith, 
owner of the shop where the attempt 
was made and general chairman for 
the 1967 ANA convention scheduled for 
Miami. 

Leader of the robbery gang was Mel- 
vin Whitsett of Akron, Ohio, his ac- 
complices were Luther Thomason of 
Dayton, O., and Robert Lee Richman, 
also believed to be from Ohio. 

The trio entered Smith's Biscayne 
Boulevard store just before noon on 
Monday, January 23, and promptly tied 
up two of the employees and herded 
the remaining two to the back of the 
store and to Smith’s office. Having 
been the target of repeated holdups 
and burglaries. Smith was prepared. 
Tripping a silent burglar alarm a po- 
lice radio alert found Officer Robert 
Ellsworth less than a block away. 

Arriving at the store Ellsworth 
spotted two of the bandits and two 
bound employees as he entered. Com- 
manding the bandits to come out, he 
was met with a fusillade of gunfire 
wounding him in the nose. Gang leader 
Whitsett grabbed a woman employee 
and used her as a shield. The officer 
waited until the bandit peered over the 
woman’s shoulder and with dead aim 
shot the bandit through the right eye. 
He died within an hour. 

Thomason was shot once escaping 
from the store and shot a second time 
by Ellsworth on the street as he headed 
for the intersection of Biscayne and 
25th streets. The third man was fiushed 
from a hiding spot within the store. 

With Smith at the time were his two 
sons, Arthur and Sam, both students at 
the University of Miami, and two em- 
ployees, Mrs. Elena Gonzalez and Ar- 
thur Bloch. 


Smith was shot while he was bound 
and lying face down on the floor by 
one of the bandits. The bullet pierced 
his lower abdomen and lodged in his 
front pocket. Sidney Smith is progress- 
ing well at Jackson Memorial Hospital 
and will be on his feet, but not sitting, 
long before convention time — ANA. 


Set for Israeli Holiday

Legislation calling for the resumption 
of the production and sale of United 
States coin proof sets was introduced 
on the first day of the 90th Congress 
by Congressman Glenn Cunningham 
(R-Nebr.). 

Production of proof sets was tem- 
porarily discontinued by the United 
States Mint in 1964 due to the neces- 
sity of devoting its full time capability 
to the production of ordinary monetary 
coinage in the light of an unprece- 
dented coin shortage which was then 
facing the Nation. 

“Now that the recent coin shortage 
has been overcome through increased 
production, the necessity for discon- 
tinuing production of proof sets no 
longer exists," according to the Ne- 
braska legislator. 

The Cunningham bill, H. J. Res. 116, 
instructs the Secretary of the Treasury 
to resume production and sale of proof 
sets of United States coins at the ear- 
liest possible time and in no event later 
than July 31, 1967. 

Cunningham said, “I believe that the 
hobby of coin collecting is both educa- 
tional and entertaining. Resumption of 
the production and sale of proof coins 
at the earliest possible date is strongly 
recommended." 

Up, Down and Around 

The following press release opened 
the Franklin Mint, Yeadon, Pa., cam- 
paign for right-side-up reverses on all 
coins, medals and tokens: 

“Do you ever get annoyed when you 
have to turn an album page upside 
down in order to view reverses right 
side up? Well, upside down reverses 
may be on their way out, if the Frank- 
lin Mint has anything to say about it. 

“Effective with the New Year, all 
new issues of coins, tokens and medals 
struck at the Franklin Mint will have 
right side up reverses — unless there is 
a good reason to retain the old tradi- 
tion. A good reason, according to mint 
president, Joseph M. Segel, would be a 
continuing commemorative series, of 
which there are several. However, these 
commemorative series are usually kept 
in cases rather than in albums, so the

upside down reverses don’t bother 
anyone. 

“ ‘We started out with upside down 
reverses,’ explained Segel, ‘because U. S. 
coins and coins of many other nations 
are made that way. However, we even- 
tually came to realize that upside down 
reverses serve no useful purpose and 
are a distinct handicap to collectors 
who keep their specimens in albums. 
So, we are going to break with tradi- 
tion and campaign for right side up 
reverses throughout the world — for all 
issues of coins, tokens and medals’." 

Back to School

Vital Statistics 

A collectors’ magazine in France re- 
cently completed a survey and pub- 
lished the following summary on the 
ages and collecting interests of hobby- 
ists in that country. If the same fig- 
ures are anywhere near applicable to 
this country, then we must admit that 
our Young Numismatists program is 
getting under way none to soon. 

In the world of collectors, according 
to the French report, women are plainly 
more numerous than men (55% versus 
45%). In addition the typical collector 
is young, in fact very young. Actually 
the greatest percentage of collectors 
are minors, 46% of all hobbyists are 
15-years of age or under. At the other 
extreme, collectors over 40-years of age 
represent only 7% of the collecting 
public.

Finds It A-O.K. For 1967 A.N.A. Convention 


Committee heads for the 1967 ANA Convention to be held 
on Miami Beach during August 8 to 12 met in solemn con- 
clave at the Americana Hotel, site of the convention, on 
January 8th. While the general chairman, Sidney W. Smith 
ran the meeting, Jack Koch, executive director of the A.N.A. 
was the dominant voice. All committee heads presented full 
plans for their respective roles in the exacting and meticu- 
lous operation of presenting the finest program ever offered 
to the VN (visiting numismatists). The principal theme in 
the development of the convention plan will be security. 

Joseph Konicek, (Chairman Smith insisted his first name was 
John) special security head, announced that his plans for 
the protection of the valuable exhibits and other property 
will be the joint responsibility of the city, the special security 
guards and the hotel. Special funds were allocated by the hotel for this purpose. 

As a practice session, gunmen tried to take Sidney Smith’s Rare Coin Shop 
on Biscayne Boulevard on January 23rd. So close was the security that the leader 
of the band of three was killed in the store, and the other two captured on the 
premises by an alert policeman who was “on the spot” in a matter of minutes.

THE COINAGE OF CUBA— 1870 TO DATE by 
Thomas Lismore. 48 pages. Illustrated. Paper 
cover. Roy Renderer. $2.00. 

Thomas Lismore’s name has been 
closely connected with the contem- 
porary references on the numismatics 
of the island nation of Cuba. This was 
not his first, nor had it been intended 
to be his last book on the subject of 
Cuban coins. Unfortunately the author 
died in November, it was his intention 
to bring the coinages of Cuba up-to- 
date. Pre-Castro years have been cov- 
ered before in other references but 
little is known and less has been pub- 
lished on the coins issued since the 
communist take-over of this country, 
one that lies less than 90 miles from 
our own shores. 

Lismore failed to shed much light on 
these newer issues but understandably 
so, he had to flee the Castro dictator- 
ship and with diplomatic relations be- 
tween the U. S. and Cuba being what 
they are, it has become illegal for an 
American collector to possess these is- 
sues, If only the illustrations had been 
of a little better reproductive quality 
one might have been better satisfied. 
A very few of the pictures of the Cas- 
tro issues are of such quality that it is 
difficult to recognize their designs. 

Yet, these failings should not detract 
from the book, they are regretable but 
understandable and excusable. More 
has been written in these few chapters 
on the new coins from behind the 
sugar cane curtain than has ever been 
published elsewhere before. 

Other periods of history are delved 
into in depth. From the provincial is- 
sues of 1870, through the souvenir 
period of 1897-98, to the republican 
coinages of that nation, the serious stu- 
dent and the collector who shares but 
a token interest will find Thomas Lis- 
more’s last endeavor a must for their 
reference library shelves. It is com- 
plete with mint figures and valuations 
for coins in several conditions. Most 
of the illustrations are of average qual- 


ity and the line drawings of the procla- 
mation coin-medals of Cuba do provide 
a valuable reference aid to the col- 
lector.

Encore 

A GUIDE BOOK OF MODERN LATIN AMERICAN 
COINS by Robert P. Harris. 128 pages. Illustrated. 
Hard cover. Whitman Publishing Company. $1.50. 

Like A Guide Book of Modern Euro- 
pean Coins, this book by Harris is de- 
signed for easy cross-reference with 
Whitman's “Brown Book," now in its 
6th edition. It covers the issues of 19 
Latin American countries (except gold, 
and not including Mexico) of about the 
past 100 years, although a few issues 
back to 1835 are included. Coins are 
designated by the “Y" or “C" numbers 
assigned to them in Whitman's world 
coin books, with a suffix letter desig- 
nating newly discovered pieces, such as 
Y49a for the 1 boliviano 1867-69 coins 
with 11 instead of 9 stars under arms. 

The new book is in the usual easy-to- 
read style of other Whitman coin 
books and has a number of quite good 
illustrations, largely of coins not illus- 
trated in the “Brown Book.” One valu- 
ation is shown for each coin, generally 
for fine condition for those issued prior 
to 1920, v.f. to e.f. 1920-45, and unc. for 
more recent dates. An impressive list of 
experts is credited with giving help to 
the author, some of which was un- 
doubtedly in pricing. While mintage fig- 
ures are shown for the majority of 
coins, the author cautions collectors 
that not all are definitely reliable. 

Certainly one of the merits of Har- 
ris' new book is the inclusion of much 
general information on the coinages 
and issuing countries. Accumulatively, 
not less than 16 pages of space is so 
used, not including 3 pages listing 56 
bibliographic references. Not meant as 
a detraction from the book's value is 
the fact that 27 of the 128 total pages 
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are blank, mostly designated as for 
“notes” but actually, we suspect, for 
future expansion. This should be an ac- 
tive seller at local coin, hobby and 
book stores for only $1.50. — Glenn S. 


Standard, Mayhe! 

THE WORLD’S TRIBUTE TO JOHN F. KENNEDY 
IN MEDALLIC ART by Aubrey Mayhew. 224 pages. 
Illustrated. Hard cover. Wm. Morrow & Co., 
$12.95. 

The review of this book is under- 
taken after some vacillation for reasons 
which should be evident to those who 
read this attempt. Author Mayhew’s 
aim is laudable: to issue a prestigious 
book listing, describing and illustrating 
all the known medallic art pieces issued 
in tribute to or relating to the late 35th 
President of the United States. In most 
respects the book is impressive, from 
its plain black cloth covering, un- 
crowded and clear type, generally fine 
illustrations, and the use of heavy, 
glossy paper stock. Considering the 
cost of producing such a book, the price 
is not unreasonable although it may 
restrict sales. 

On the flyleaf of the book’s jacket 
we find some statements as to the au- 
thor’s qualifications for writing such a 
pretentious coverage of the subject. He 
“owns the largest and, it is believed, 
the only complete collection of John F. 
Kennedy medallic art,” and the book 
“is a comprehensive reference work en- 
compassing all information available on 
every medal, coin, token and related 
numismatic item struck throughout the 
world to date in tribute to the late 
President.” Further, “photographs 
taken with a specially constructed 
camera to enhance detail, they show 
the obverse and reverse of each item.” 

Yet the very first page of Part I, 
United States Coins, Medals, Tokens, 
and Related Items, illustrates the ob- 
verse of a 1965 half dollar from a previ- 
ously printed cut, rather than from a 
photograph. The same is true of both 
sides of an Italian medal on page 157. 
On page 111 is the description of a 
medal (not illustrated) which includes 
this statement: “This information was 
received second hand and .... the 


medal has not been seen by the au- 
thor.” A number of other pieces are 
not pictured, especially none of the 
series of 24 which “Vanguard Medals 
of New York City planned, designed 
and are issuing . . . .” The 24 pieces of 
the set are numbered, priced and the 
size and quantity shown, yet only six 
are identified as to the part of Ken- 
nedy’s life they highlight. On page 86 
we find “Vanguard Medals of New York 
City issued the medal and it was struck 
by Union Tool and Die Works of Provi- 
dence, R. I.” Yet for the obverse (only) 
illustration “The lead die trial was 
used for the photograph since striking 
had not begun at publication.” 

Perhaps not chargeable to the au- 
thor but still a reflection on the work 
are several mechanical imperfections. 
Quite noticeable is the careless place- 
ment of many illustrations, most glar- 
ing being the up-side-down elongated 
nickel on page 67, the reverse of the 
Khrushchev medal rotated 90° on page 
156, and the poorly aligned pieces at 
the bottom of page 123, obverse on page 
133, two reverses at the bottom of page 
159, and the South American “half dol- 
lar” cuts on page 181. 

Purchasers of the book receive a 
price list of current values of the items, 
which the author intends to publish 
annually and to make available through 
William Morrow & Co., 425 Park Ave. 
South, New York City 10016. The au- 
thor states that a second volume will 
be published, although we suggest that 
he consider a second edition of this one 
in which space is available for a 15% 
expansion without crowding. Perhaps 
the statement that “This book is and 
will be the standard work in the field” 
will become more meaningful with 
further improvement. — Glenn S.

FEATURING FAKES 

Virgil Hancock, A.N.A. No. 43616

In the February issue we solved “The Case of The Vanishing S” . . . or “The 
Belated Birth of a Philadelphia 1928 United States Silver Dollar.” 

This 1950-“D” Jefferson nickel is another story. Here the thief has added 
something ... a bright, new, uncirculated “D” on this otherwise only VG coin. 
And a coin, worth a scant two-bits, now became a $12.50 specimen. 



This coin came into my possession, thanks to the knowledge and alertness of 
Dr. George Vogt of Houston, Texas. One day a man came to George’s office, 
wanted to sell this specimen. George spotted it as an added “D” and promptly 
said, “I’m going to call the police!” The man ran out the door, leaving the altered 
coin in George’s hand. 

Thousands of these fake “1950-D” pieces probably have been sold because 
neither dealer nor collector had taken the time to do his home- 
work on counterfeits, fakes, and altered coins. This tiny “D” is 
die-struck from extremely thin metal. The opening in the cen- 
ter of the “D” doesn’t go all the way through in this wee striking. 

Grinding a tiny hollow into the field of a Philadelphia 1950 coin, 
the thief applies his soldering flux and micro-solders the “D” 
into place. If you have a 30-power or a 60-power binocular micro- 
scope with a scale within one of its eyepieces, you can measure 
the distance the “D” is spaced from the 3:00 o’clock edge of the 
building, as compared to the spacing of a genuine, uncirculated 1950-D. 

Sometimes the thief unintentionally twists the “D” slightly as he applies the 
soldering heat. Sometimes he accidentally splashes his soldering flux over a bit 
of the field adjacent to where he’s to solder his fake “D” and, when the coin is 
heated, that flux-covered surrounding area takes on a very, very faint yellowish 
shade, detected only under a 30x or stronger microscope. Such discoloration is 
shown within the dotted area of the enlarged picture above. Sometimes . . . but 
not often . . . surplus solder is visible at spots around the “D” outline. Such 
surplus solder is not to be confused with any heaped-up metal at points around 
the “D” outline of a genuine 1950-D coin, which is due to minute chipping at 
the sharp corners of the mint’s die. 

Why doesn’t the thief use uncirculated coins? Simple! An uncirculated coin 
will show its own peculiar striations across its field. If the “D” is mint-struck, 
those same peculiar field striations will be seen continuing through the open cen- 
ter of the “D” mintmark. That is what the thief can’t duplicate with his tiny 
die-struck D’s. 
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■ Below are figures reproduced from 
an original copy of Bank Note Engrav- 
ing by W. L. Ormsby, 1852. The first

one, an oval, was produced by a geo- 
metric lathe. All of the others were 
made, using the transfer press, by tak- 
ing sections of the original oval and 
combining them to produce a variety 
of designs. Notice that the 2nd figure 
is one-eighth of the oval and the other 
circular ones are combinations of 
eighths. Below the large rosette is a 
straight section through the center of 
figure 3, which can be combined ad 
infinitum. 

Ormsby’s book is probably the best 
description of banknote engraving in 
the 19th century ever published. Copies 
of the original book, which contains 
many pages of engravings and illustra- 
tions, are rare but it was reprinted in 
The Essay-Proof Journal, Vol. 14, No. 1 
through Vol. 15, No. 2. A bound set of 
these six Journals is available from the 
A.N.A. library.

We like the idea 
that it is from the first letters of 
“cut-off-bars,” as the planchets for 
these early crude coins were sliced off 
the ends of round bars of metal. 

■ A London newspaper is said to have 
commented recently that a means of 
helping to straighten out Britain’s bal- 
ance of payments could lie in shipping 
pennies by the ton to “eager retired 
gentlefolk in New England and Miami.” 
The field is bigger than that, Britannia; 
we have “eager retired gentlefolk” as 
far west as Yuma and Berkeley.

Harry W. Bass, Jr., of Dallas, Texas, 
notes that his interest in numismatics 
is quite recent, having acquired his 
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first coins at James Kelly’s New Or- 
leans auction held in May of last year. 
Following that he attended a number 
of the leading auctions throughout the 
country and this exposure, says Bass, 
afforded him the opportunity of meet- 
ing a very great number of numisma- 
tists and dealers, an association that 
has proved most educational. His par- 
ticular interests in numismatics is the 
study of United States gold varieties 
and the acquisition of a rather compre- 
hensive numismatic library. The hobby 
as a whole and the Association in par- 
ticular will benefit from such “new- 
comers.” 

Starting as a collector in 1921, Eric 
P. Newman, now devotes his hobby life 
to research and writing on American 
numismatics and assisting others in 
similar work. The many articles he 
has written for The Numismatist have 
earned for him the highest number of 
Heath Literary Awards (eight) ever 


awarded to one person. 

Newman’s extensively illustrated book, 
“The Early Paper Money of America” 
(Whitman Publishing Company), has 
just been published and embodies the 
results of a ten year research project.

Washington Medal Introduces New Series 

A new series of presidential medals has been announced by the Franklin Mint of Yeadon, Pennsyl- 
vania. One medal will be designed to honor each of the 35 men who have served as President of 
the United States, from Washington to Lyndon Johnson. The obverse will feature a low-relief sculptured 
portrait of the president, and the reverse will present a capsule biography. Officials noted that 
eventually the series will be minted in several sizes and metals, but at present only proofs will be 
struck and In very limited quantity. The series will be offered, in groups of four, on a monthly basis 
to subscribers only. Membership closed on January 31, 1967. Subscribers had the option of 39 mm. 
or 32 mm. sizes for their sets with prices at $5.75 and $3.50 each respectively.

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Gaston DiBello

Gaston DiBello, one of the nation’s 
most prominent numismatists and ex- 
hibitors, died January 21 from a heart 
attack in Florida. He was attending 
the Funtime Coin Show at Orlando. 

DiBello, a retired auto dealer and 
owner of one of the finest collections 
of pattern coins in existence, won many 
trophies for top exhibits displayed at 
conventions throughout the United 
States. 

A collector for nearly a quarter cen- 
tury, DiBello was encouraged by John 
J. Pittman, a close friend, to share his 
collection with other numismatists via 
the convention circuit. 

DiBello and Pittman traveled to- 
gether to Cairo in 1954 to attend the 
famous King Farouk coin auction where 
DiBello added many coins to his col- 
lection. Pittman, as an American Nu- 
mismatic Association governor, headed 
a delegation of numismatists at the fu- 
neral services for DiBello in Buffalo, 
New York on January 26. 

Joining the ANA in July of 1944, Di- 
Bello held Life Membership No. 194. 
He was also a past president of the 
Rochester (N. Y.) Numismatic Associa- 
tion. His collection included some of 
the finest U. S. and foreign patterns, a 
field in which he became intensely in- 
terested, and in which he decided to 
specialize. 

DiBello retired in 1952 as president 
of the former DiBello Motors in Buf- 
falo, and since that time has traveled 
thousands of miles in the interest of 
numismatics. His wife, Victoria, en- 
joyed the trips and accompanied him 
on the second Numismatic News Euro- 
pean Tour in 1965.

In addition to his wife, two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Millard R. Kreinheder, Jr., 
and Mrs. H. Herbert Ricker, and a son 
Gaston DiBello survive with 11 grand- 
children, three sisters and a brother. 

DiBello first became interested in 
coins while he served with the Navy in 
Scotland in World War I. He said he 
made rings from coins during his spare 
time and this lead to his interest in 
building one of the top collections in 
the nation. 

The DiBello pattern pieces repre- 
sented some of the finest work of U. S. 
Mint engravers including Gobrecht, 
Morgan, Longacre, William and Charles 
Barber. 

In 1962, in Detroit, DiBello realized 
one of the highest exhibitor’s honors 
when he was presented with the How- 
land Wood award for his display of 
U. S. and foreign gold coins— the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association’s best in 
show trophy. — Coin World.

Purpose was to commemorate 100th anniversary of first mass settlement of state following 
discovery of gold in 1859 in Central City, once “richest square mile on earth.” Included were 
centennial celebrations of 19 cities including Denver and Colorado Springs. 

Highlight of a year of celebration was First Commencement and Official Dedication by 
President Eisenhower, June 3, of new $136,000,000.00 U. S. Air Force Academy located against 
spectacular Rampart Range near Colorado Springs.

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Collecting Cut Sheets of 

Currency Is Fascinating 

There is a revival of interest in cut sheets, U. S. paper money, particularly, large size notes, 
which came four notes to the sheet. The late A. A. Grinnell and I were pioneers in cut-sheet 
collecting in 1925. At the height of our enthusiasm, together we owned cut sheets of every 
U. S. Series, except Demand Notes and National Gold Bank Notes. 

Few present-day collectors are familiar with cut sheets, where the notes must be as new 
as the day issued. Below are offered all the cut sheets remaining in my possession. These are 
all brilliantly new. They are listed according to Friedberg’s numbers. Plate position letters 
are, of course, A. B. C. and D. and serial numbers are consecutive, except on National Bank 
currency, where the four notes bear the same serial numbers. 

Mr. Grinnell reconstructed many of his sheets, using library paste and high grade paper 
strips. I never did this. Obviously, a cut sheet is worth considerably more than four times the 
value of a single note. Please look over the list of these cut sheets — such superb notes may 
never come along again.

19«6 DOLLAR GAMING TOKEN SETS 



As 1966 rolled around, 
silver dollars had completely 
disappeared from circulation, 
and more casinos decided to 
join the token parade. By mid- 
year, every major casino in the 
Las Vegas area, and nearly all 
the important casinos in other 
pam ^ the State of Nevada, 
had ordered their own private 
dollar gaming tokens struck at 
the Franklin Mint. Of those 
who had been using tokens pro- 
duced elsewhere, all but a very 
small number decided to switch 
over to tokens minted by the 
Franklin Mint. 


Of the 27 casinos who 
issued tokens minted by the 
Franklin Mint in 196S, 23 
issued a modified design dated 
1966. The niost common change 
from 1965 to 1966 was the

two casinos who issued tokens in both 1965 and 1966 just 
changed the date. 

By early Fall, 1966, the Franklin Mint had reached iu limit for the 
year — 72 different Dollar Gaming Tokens — and this included 64 
casinos in Nevada plus eight gaming establishmenu in other parts of the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Of the eight foreign gaming establishments, which are represented on 
the last page of this album, one is a race track (the famous Caliente track 
in Mexico) and the other seven are casinos. Six of these eight tokens 
bear English legends, and two bear Spanish legends — but all arc used in 
lieu of one U. S. dollar for gaming purposes. 

Although three different sizes were used in 1965, all of the Dollar 
Gaming Tokens minted by the Franklin Mint in 1966 are of the same 
standard size — slightly less in diameter than a silver dollar. Each token

Sets. In the case of the 500 complete Full Proof SeU, every specimen was 
struck in “Silver-Klad" material, a new Franklin Mint coinage alloy con- 
sisting of outer layers of sterling silver laminated to a core of nickel-silver. 

Most of the specimens in this set are available (sometimes in uncirculated 
condition) from the individual casinos at face value. An easier way to 
obtain them, however, is through your favorite coin dealer who has Teletype 
connections with dealers located in Nevada. Many coin dealers are now 
actively trading these gaming tokens, singly and in sets — circulated, uncircu- 
lated, proof-like and proof. Complete sets are not too difficult to obtain 
right now, but they are becoming scarcer as every month goes by. 


has a different coded reeding pattern around the edge. This technique 
was perfected by the Franklin Mint to help the casinos identify tokens in 
a stack and to stymie potential counterfeiters. 

All of the 1966 tokens are dated, with the exception of Harrah’s, 
which can be easily distinguished from its larger 1965 counterpart. 

The silver-color 1966 tokens were struck in Franklinium II and the 
gold-color 1966 tokens were struck in Frankiin Nickel-Brass — both 
exclusive non-magnetic alloys of the Franklin Mint containing unusual 
combinations of copper, nickel and columbium. 

Along with the regular run of these Dollar Gaming Tokens, which 
varied from 10,000 to 325,000 pieces, most of the casinos ordered 500 
proofs in individual coin holders. In addition, there was a limited run of 
3,100 complete 1966 Proof-Like Seu, consisting of specially handled 
specimens struck in the regular material, and 500 complete 1966 Full Proof
